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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 6/1/06 have been fully considered. 

Applicant argues that the cited reference lacked the teaching of the light guiding 

plate formed with a first light deflecting pattern on a periphery of the light transmission 

area and is formed with a second light deflection pattern in a portion more distant from 

(A 

the light transmission area than the first light deflection pattern. 

Regarding the limitation of the 1®^ light pattern being denser the* the second light 
pattern, Ozaki et al. show a 1^^ light pattern from light source 9 and a second pattern 
from light source 26 in figure 28. Examiner is interpreting the 1^^ light pattern to be 
more dense since it appears that the pattern reflects off reel 2 a shorter distance than 
the light pattern that reflects off guide element 25. 

Regarding the 2"^ light pattern being more distant from the light transmission 
area than the 1®* light pattern, in figure 28, the examiner interprets element 9 as a light 
transmission area wherein the second pattern is more distant than the 1®^ pattern as 
claimed. 

The rejection is therefore maintained and made final.
